Abilene, Texas, Sept. 
19.— Prac­ 
tically the entire session of the Fed­ 
eral District Court this morning was 
taken up with the examination of 
one witness for the prosecution In 
the trial of fifty alleged members of 
the Faim eis and Laborers’ Protec­ 
tive Association charged with sedi­ 
tious conspiracy against the govern­ 
ment. 
XV. E. Copeland of Electra, Ark., 
formerly of < iseo and a member Of 
the Cisco local of the organization. 
testified as to the Cisco State con- 
venthm in May. His testimony was 
mostly on matters already develop­ 
ed t*> the t overnment. He told of the 
majority and minority 
resoluti&ns 
and said that no vote was taken on 
the majority resolution, the minori­ 
ty resolution being adopted, and later 
that was amended with a provision 
that, the farmers should raise no food­ 
stuffs to be used to help the govern­ 
ment in the war. He said the majori­ 
ty of drastic resolutions to resist con­ 
scription were applauded and 
the 
minority resolution, which was adopt­ 
ed, received very light applause, if 
any. 
I. W. W. for Consolidation. 
Witness testified that VV. A. Berg- 
feldt read a letter from a member or, 
he thought, an officiai, of the I. W. 
W., answering a letter from 
Berg- 
feldt about union of the two ordëri. 
The letter favored joining forces, ht 
3aid, and Bergfeldt told the conven­ 
tion the I. W. W. favored direct ac­ 
tion and got what it went after. 
Witness got a typewriter for use of 
the convention and then it was not 
used, it being decided that no records 
should be made. Someone told the 
convention it should be quieter, that 
the officers might raid it. One 
man 
answered that he could handle three 
or four of them, and would throw 
them out and kick tljem down 
the 
stairs. 
Witness said after the meeting he 
told Webb, one of the defendants and 
secretary of the Cisco lodge, that they 
should have a meeting and debate 
what they thought about the action 
of the convention and Webb asked 
him if he had heard about the arrest 
of some F. and L. P. A. members at 
Snyder. 
Witness told him that was all the 
more reason for making their posi­ 
tion known, but Webb did not seem 
to favor a meeting. 
On cross-examination, he said the 
mention of a possible raid was made 
because one member had told of talk­ 
ing with the postmaster, who
